EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
An Undesirable Situation 
Should Not Be Repeated 


Bus transportation — or the lack of it — is of as much 
; concern to many local residents as it is to persons in 
neighboring communities. Many here have been seriously 
inconvenienced by the complete absense of service, during 


the worst winter months. 

Without attempting to fix the blame on anyone, it does 
appear obvious that some stability in service must be 
attained, and soon. Repetition of this situation, with the 
same or a different company, would be contrary to the 
public good. 

We hope service can be returned, for the benefit of 
many residents — and we care not which company offers 
it. But it is our hope that some provisions can be written 
into existing laws that would give the riders a break, if a 
strike of this severity ever occurs again. 

One result of the four-month strike against the Eastern 
Mass. has been the complete inconvenience suffered by 
men, women and children who had no control over the 
situation at all. They have been the innocent victims of a 
situation which must not be allowed to repeat itself. 


Same Old Refrain 


There’s an old saying that there’s 


‘nothing new under 
the sun’’. 

We’re beginning to believe it. 

The state, instead of giving the town some different, 
and refreshing news about Rogers Brook, has found an- 
other way of singing the same old refrain — we can’t do it 
for the money available. 

This time it looks as though the Brook project is at an 
untimely and unhappy end. The state says only part of the 
project, using most of the money, can be accomplished. 
This, after having its own consulting engineer re-draw the 
jlans for a second time. And on the second trip, the en- 
gineer was told about the financial restrictions and asked’ 
to design something that can be constructed for the money 
available. 


But no soap. 
It seems as though there always has to be some reason 


why this project can’t be accomplished, whether the town 
tries it or whether it is the state’s responsibility. 

Maybe we’d better get used to the idea of living with 
the situation ‘‘as is’’ for a few years, or put up the money 
needed to do the job in full. The latter would be an ex- 
pensive proposition, whether the state’s or the town’s set 


of plans is used. 

We’re sorry for the people living in the area most 
affected by the spill-over from the Brook, but the end of 
hopes for a good repair job seems to be here,

Trombly Jr., owner of the firm. 

He told the Selectmen that he 
would start operations immediate- 
ly after the DPU gives permission, 
using the same routes and the 
same fares as the Eastern Mass. 
This would be required, he ex- 
plained, under terms of transfer 
of the operation. 

But after his firm had been 
operating for a short time, Trom- 
bly promised, he would return to 
discuss ‘‘improvements’’ in the 
service with the Selectmen. 

Trombly said his is the only 
firm that now can receive the 
franchise to operate, under a law 
that allows the Eastern Mass. to 
transfer its privileges to another 
firm of its own choosing, with 
state approval. Other private firms 
looked at the local bus situation 
and decided against discussing 
the possibilities of coming here, 
Trombly declared, 

He told the Selectmen that he 
wants to provide good bus service 
in the Greater Lawrence area and 
that his proposed operation is in 
no way a “‘strike breaking’’ move. 
He explained that his company 
does not have a union set-up, but 
that many union drivers for Eastern 
Mass. would be asked if they 
wanted to work for him, if the 
state OK is received.
